Dear Mr. President: 
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It grieves me to write this type of letter to you, but 1 feel 1 must. 
I am appalled that the people who are supposed to enforce the law are 
flagrantly violating the exact laws that they are supposed to be enforcing. 

Just the other day, March ?5 f 1982, an FBI agent grabbed an attache case 
from a citizen in Chicago. This agent committed a forcible felony theft under 
the guise of gaining evidence for a non-forcible crime of copying videotapes. 
How can the FBI justify this type of action??? 

In a second incident only a few days prior to the above mentioned one; a 
Chicago police officer under indictment caught an FBI informant with an illegal 
wire-tap. This is ILLEGAL by both Illinois and Federal law. With twelve days 
to go before the policeman's trial, why does the FBI and the U.S. Attorney 
feel it necessary to gain Information by these devious means? Don't they have 
a solid case? If a regular citizen were to be caught with an illegal wire-tap, 
he would have an extremely difficult time proving himself innocent. Why is 
the FBI above the law? Is the police officer being unjustly charged just 
for the publicity and just so some agent can show enough street activity to 
keep his Job? As the ABSCAM case showed, anybody can be tricked into committing 
crimes* if enough money is offered, even senators can be tricked into committing 
technical violations of the law. What right do Federal agents have to use these 
coercive measures? Are they immune to the law? Were the Federal laws and 
regulations made for everybody but Federal agents? Why must all other citizens 
strictly obey Federal, State, and local laws and regulations, but FBI agencs-and 
other special agents of the Government are excused from obeying them? ^ 

The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms is another agency which seems /-~V 
to be detrimental to its existence. Do we need an agency to control abuses of^ -' 
alcohol and tobacco that barely exist? The third arm — firearms — seems to be^^- 1 '' 
the only thing the agency tries to enforce. But enforce what? Most violations 
are covered at a State level very adequately. So what happens. These agents 
create crime by entrapping honest citizens into committing technical violations. 
Can any of the Agency's investigations show where they help society? Are 
just hurting citizens for being gun collectors? — 

What should be proud agencies of the Federal government have, for years, 
been weapons used against honest citizens to suppress injustices, coerce Innocent 
people into illegal acts, and harrass common middle-class citizens into a state 
of fear against the Government and bewilderment that a Government for the common 
person is now so against him* 
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It seems to be that the BATF harrasses citizens to justify a $190 million 
budget; furthermore, it is almost impossible to own more than one gun and not 
violate one of their too-numerous and too-contradictory rulings. 

For the hundreds of millions of dollars spent by just these two agencies, 
we get very little in return. Local police could handle almost everything 
there is to handle by these agencies for far less expense to taxpayers . Also, 
there would be far fewer crime because special agents would not be committing 
crimes. Agents would not be supplying money to people to bribe them into 
illegal activity, and agents would not be coercing people into doing things 
they ordinarily wouldn't do.

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FBI director defends Abs&m investigation 

Webster says bureau 
would use tactics again

., WASHINGTON - Breaking a long, self-imposed 
alfiice, FBI Director William H. Webster has strongly 
defended the FBI's controversial Ahscam investigation 
and has made clear he would use the same undercover 
tactics again, if necessary. 

With firmness and occasionally some heat, Webster 
declared that "we will always follow our leads." He 
dismissed allegations that the investigation, which re- 
sulted in the conviction of seven members of Congress 
on bribery and other charges, somehow trapped inno- 
cent men. 

During a 90-minute interview in his office last 
week with two Los Angeles Times reporters, the FBI 
chief and former federal judge offered point-by-point 
replies to criticism of Abscam by Sen. Alan Cranston (D- 
Calif.) and others. 
. In rapid-fire order, he said that 

• The FBI uses "con men" and others with crimi- 
nal records in such investigations because that is what it 
Ukesifti^ch the guilty. 

"Abscam was purposely sleazy so that no one, 



would stick around it, except someone who wanted to 
deal with sleazy people," he said. i 

• Abscam did not set out to investigate members of 
Congress but instead began as an attempt to catch art 
thieves. As the inquiry developed, it moved into other 
areas and congressmen walked into the net "We did not 
select any congressmen," Webster said. "They were 
self-selected. They found their way to us." 

• Anyone who listens to the FBI tapes of meetings 
between public officials and undercover agents will 
learn the extent of the corruption. - ^ 

"If you hear those tapes, you get some idea of how 
blatantly corrupt those discussion were. There wasn't 
anvthin^cov about them." .'._„„ — - 

• Through letters, the public has let the FBI know 
that it wants the bureau to continue investigating cor- 
roptionJaJugh places. "The message is: Don't let any- 
body stop you," Webster said. - ■ ' [ - 

In the Abscam probe, which resulted in the convic- 
tions of Sen. Harrison A. Williams, who resigned his seat 
March 11, six House members and 11 others, FBI agents 
posed as representatives of a fictitious Arab sheik who 
was willing to pay cash for legislative favors, including 
help in gaining permanent entry into the United States. 

Webster said he had been "necessarily constrain- 
ed" in discussing the extraordinary investigation. But 
with the completion of virtually all trials, and as House 
and Senate committees prepare for inquiries into the 
methods used in Abscam, he said he felt free to talk 
about bow the bureau managed the probe. 

.♦♦♦-. 

Webster hotly rejected Cranston's contention that 
Abscam ran "totally out of control." He said the charge, 
which Cranston made during debate over Williams' pro- 
posed expulsion from the Senate, was leveled "in a mo- 
ment of rhetoric and emotion , . . unsubstantiated by 
the actual facts.** 

"No one ever said where it was out of control," 
Webster said. He noted that U.S. District Judge George 
H. Pratt of Brooklyn issued a 134-page opinion last July 
that upheld the conduct of FBI agents in Abscam. 

It was when he was asked whether the FBI would 
ever conduct another undercover investigation of con- 
gressmen that Webster said* "The answer is, we will 
always follow our leads. 

"We always have some operations going where 
some public of ficiars name is in the works. It may be 
pure puff on the part of some confidence man, or it may 
bereal." 

He added that the FBI has no investigation under 
way similar "to what happened in Abscam/ 

Webster defended the role of a particularly contro- 
versial Abscam figure, Mel Weinberg, a convicted "con 
artist" who helped undercover agents by introducing 
political figures to the bogus Arab businessmen. 

"An undercover operation must have credibility 
with the criminals whom we are investigating," Webster 
said. "It's very, very difficult to develop that credibility 
overnight. And it is always difficult for men and women 
of the character of the FBI to be around someone long 
enough to convince them they are fellow criminals with- 
out some help."

Illegal cards hold 
key to U.S. benefits

while holding a job under a sepa- 
rate Social Security number. 

Sources say one recent spot 
check showed 3 million people had 
two Social Security cards. 

''Everything you can think of to 
do with the cards, they're doing," 
said one investigator. ,4 A Social Se- 
curity card is the key to the king- 
dom. To get any benefit, you need 
a number." 

The government already has 
won convictions of scores of people 
caught in a nationwide probe, 
dubbed "Project Baltimore" be- 
cause the Social Security Adminis- 
tration headquarters is there. 

However, officials at the inspec- 
tor general's office for the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
vices say most card cheaters go 
undetected because of lax proce- 
dures. 

One source said the computer 
system's ability to check abuses is 
so weak that investigators cannot 
put a Social Security number in 
and find out who cr how many 
people use it 

Another federal investigator, 
noting the Social Security Adminis- 
tration has only 120 investigators 
nationwide, asked: "Who's going to 
catch you?" 

Health and Human Services Sec-

But blank cards re- 
main in most of the agency's 1,400 
field offices that have authority to 
issue duplicate cards. ' 

Schweiker made the declaration 
when auditors found a stack of 
more than 1,000 blank cards lying 
on the floor in an unlocked area of 
a Social Security field office. 

An HHS spokesman said, "They 
are under stricter lock and key 
measures now," but several agen- 
cy officials said privately the secu- 
rity problem still exists. 

Investigators have found evi- 
dence of careless supervision of 
those who distribute cards, loose 
procedures for validating applica- 
tions and little effort to trace indi- 
viduals fraudulently obtaining 
cards. 

An inspector general's audit in 
New York and Washington last 
year found nearly half the cards in 
those cities were issued to aliens. 
About 20 percent of those were 
given to incorrectly coded individ- 
uals. Another 20 percent went to 
aliens not authorized to receive 
work-related numbers. 

An investigator for the Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Service 
complained that all Social Security 
cards look identical, although 
"some are issued to aliens who 
don't have permission to work." 

He said cards are often issued to 
aliens who say they need them to 
get insurance or put money in a 
bank. But they use the card to get 
a job. 

"Anyone can go down to Tijuana 
and buy any number of Social Se- 
curity cards now," said another

Webster denied during an inter- 
view the other day that the investi- 
gation was ever out of control.

And he said that Abscam did not 
start out as an investigation of 
congressmen but that congressmen 
walked into it — "they found their 
way to us."

The 
message that has come through ir 
letters to the bureau, he said, is 
"Don't let anybody stop you."
